RevEnur Stamps.—We publish the
following from the New York Herald of
the 26th instant, which settlcs the question
whether or not it is recessary to affixa
stamp on al! receipts of woney over twenty
dollars. The case was tried before the
United States District Court, New York,
Judge Benedict presiding.

ISSUING MONEY RECEIPTS WITHOUT THE
TROPER STAMPS.

The United States vs. Daniel P. Peters.

---This was an action under the Tnternal
Revenue law of 30th June, 1864. The
defendant proprietor of a hotel on Broad-
way, corner of Twenty first street, was char-
getf with having at several times issued
seven separate receipts for the payment of
money, without affixing the necessary rev.
enue stamp. A witness testified that the
receipts were accepted by him under pro.
test, but that Mr. Peters said he would be
damned if he would put on any stamp or
pay any money to support the Lincoln go

vernment,

The defence was that defendant had no
intent to evade the law, and it was put on
testimony that Mr. Peters was in the hab-
it of keeping stamps on hand, but it was
not shown that he ever made use of them.

The jury rendered a verdict for the Go-
vernment in §1,400, the full amount of
penalties in seven cases in waich the de
fendant was charged with having evaded
the law.
